ily ahead receiving and filling orders 
for foreign account, often in the face 
of severe competition from other na¬ 
tions, and thus continuing to build up 
Britain's reputation as a centre for 
the production of superior manufac¬ 
tured articles in widespread demand. 

Of decided interest to Canadians 
is the announcement made by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Welsh tinplate trade 
of a record order from the American 
Can Company, operating works in 
Montreal and Vancouver, for a mil¬ 
lion boxes of tinplate valued at $700,-, l 
000. The firm receiving this order I, 
controls 20 tinplate works in South I r 
Wales, in addition to six iron and t 
steel plants, and already the effects { f 
of the contract are being reflected 
in increased activity in local indus¬ 
trial circles. 

A Manchester plant has recently ] 
completed a contract for eight heavy 
mixed-traffic locomotives for service 
on the Chinese Government Railways 
and the locomotives, fully erected, 
have been shipped in a vessel special- ‘ 
ly equipped for such consignments. 

Locomotives of this description have 
been supplied to China by United 
States firms in the past. 

Four oil-electric locomotives, the 
largest yet produced in Europe, are 
about to be shipped from the Arm¬ 
strong, Whitworth works near New- 
castle-on-Tyne to South America for 
use on the Buenos Aires Great South¬ 
ern Railway. 

Two engineering firms are report¬ 
ed to have jointly secured a contract 
for gasoline storage tanks which are 
to be erected at Haifa, Palestine, for 1 
the Iraq Petroleum Company. The 
contract, Industrial Britain reports, is 
worth £160,000 and was secured in 
the face of world-wide competition. 

From Durham county comes word 
of the receipt of orders from Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Holland for coal-clean¬ 
ing equipment representing a total 
value of more than £40,000. 

Orders from Persia for textile ma¬ 
chinery to the value of £40,000 have 
been received by Lancashire firms. 

These orders follow the announce¬ 
ment that the Shah of Persia has 
given instructions that the machin¬ 
ery for a number of spinning and 
weaving mills that are being estab¬ 
lished in that country must be order¬ 
ed from Great Britain.

Those who are accustomed to argue 
that Britain is dead industrially and 
otherwise fail to take into account 
the energy with which the British 
manufacturer continues to seek an 
outlet for his goods and the market 
which those goods continue to com¬ 
mand, on ac&ount of their inherent 
quality, in spite of world conditions 
in world trade.

Former Two-Day Trip Now Takes

Within half an hour after white fish 
are caught in the lakes of northern 
Manitoba they are delivered to a 
point by aeroplane on the Hudson 
Bay Railway, 35 miles away, for 
transit from this point by rail to cit¬ 
ies in Canada and the United States 
where they are in demand. Formerly 
the 35-mile journey by horse outfits 
and tractors took two days over 
rough trails. 

The inland fisheries of Canada are 
among the country’s most valuable 
assets. The fish caught in large 
quantities for the commercial market 
in Manitoba come from Lake Winni¬ 
peg, Lake Winnipegosis, Lake Mani¬ 
toba and the smaller lakes. White 
fish and pickerel are the chief fish 
caught, but pike, tullibee, gold-eye 
and several other varieties are plenti¬ 
ful.

Offers Great Possibilities 

Diesel Engine Travels Quickly With 
Small Amount Of Fuel 

Flashing over the rails at 65 miles 
1 hour, the first Diesel electric train 
ever used on an English main line had 
successful trial on the 113-mlle run 
from London to Birmingham. 

Five minutes ahead, puffing clouds 
of smoke and steam, sped the regular 
London-BIrmingham flier, but the 
Diesel train travelled just as fast and 
purred along smoothly and almost 
noiselessly. It required only 25 gal¬ 
lons of fuel, costing a total of sev- 
shlllings (about $1.20 at current 
exchange) for the journey. 

The trip opened startling possibili¬ 
ties for the hard-pressed British rail¬ 
way companies, which have been 
keeping to steam for a century be¬ 
cause of the cheapness of British 
coal. Recently the Southern Railway 
tried a new departure, electrifying 
the main line from London to Bright¬ 
on, but at a heavy initial cost and 
after three years' work. 

Not only is the coal industry wor¬ 
ried by the success of the Diesel train 
but the advocates of electrification 
are beginning to wonder whether the 
Diesel storage battery system is not 
cheaper and better fitted to British 
conditions.
